Wilson Believed to Have 

Abandoned Proposal to 

Commandeer Output and 

Sell to Consumers—Oper- | 
ators Organize. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—Having 
fietermined the price to be charged 
for bituminous coal at the mines 
throughout the country, President 
Wilson today turned:-his attention to 
selection of a man to head the coal 
administration. Rumors name Pres!i- 
dent Harry A. Garfield of Williams 
College, now head of the committee 
fixing prices on wheat, as the likely 
eppointee. 

The President also soon will fix 
the coal prices to be charged by 
middlemen and retailers. 

‘The President is believed to have 
abandoned the Federal Trade Com- 
mission proposal to commandeer the 
output of the mines and sell the 
product to the public. 

Coal prices were fixed in conform- 
ity with the recommendations of the 
Trade Commission, which recently 
completed an exhaustive investiga- 
tion into production costs. 

The prices named for run-of-mine 
coal in the large producing mines 
average slightly more than $2 a ton 
and range from 20 to 35 per cent 
under the maximum figure of $3

- here. 
President’s Statement. 

The President issuéd this state- 
ment: 

“The following scale of prices is 
preacribed for bituminous coal] at the 
mine in‘ the tseveral coal-producing 
‘ aistricts.. It is provisional only. It 
is subject to reconsideration when 
the whole method of administering 
the fuel supplies of the country shall 
havebeen satisfactorily organized 
and, put into operation. Subsequent 
measures will have as their object a 
fair and equitable control of the dis- 
tribution of the supply and of the 
prices not only at the mines, but also 
in the hands of the middleman and 
the retailtag. 

“The” pAites provisionally fixed 
here are fixed by me under the pro- 
~ visions ef the recent act of Congress 
regafding administering the food 
supply of the country, which also 
conferred upon the executive control 
of ‘the fuel supply. They are based 
upon the actual cost of production, 
and are deemed to be not only fair 
and just, but liberal as well. Under 
them the industry should nowhere 
lack stimulation.’ 

Hardship on Small Mines. 

The plan adopted, officials admit, 
will work hardships on a great many 
of the smaller mines, and may force 
geme to close down. This, it is 
qaimed, however, will not reduce the 
totalcodl output,-as miners released 
from the small mines will go to the 
large ones, and more cars can be 
supplied to mines of large producing 
capacity. 

Officials who believe the President 
will. name a.one-man contro! of coal 
point to his desire that extraordinary 
powers given the Government for 
war, purposes be placed in organi- 
gations that can be dispensed with 
after-the war is over. Many are of 
the opinion ‘he will create an organ- 
ization to handle coal similar to the 
_food administration, and that exist- 
‘Ing agéncies. will be required to work 
in with the temporary agency:

Dealers Assert President’s Scale 
Might Even Result in Advance 
in Some Grades., 


St. Louis coal dealers today saw no 


prospect of an immediate material 
reduction in the prices paid for cual 


by domestic consumers as a result of 
the schedule of prices at the minv as 


fixed by President Wilson. 

It was agreed further study of the 
full text of the proclamation wou'd 
be necessary before definite predic- 
tions could be made and that the 
President’s own declaration thac the 
prices fixed are “provisional only” 
and subject to further regulation 
made it difficult to say to what ex 
tent, if any, the consumer would bet:- 
efit from the new arrangement. 

“May Bring an Advance.” 

John J. Connell, sales manager for 
the Edward Devoy Coal and Coke 
Co., said if the price named by the 
President, $2.20 a ton for prepared 
coal from the Illinois mines, were ad- 
hered to as a migimym rather than 
as &@ maximum,, it’ might result in 
advance in some grades of coal used 
for domestic consumption. This pre- 
pared coal is the type used in St. 
Louls homes, but it varies in grade, 
he said.. + tans 

- Taking $2.20 a ton at the mine as 
a fixed price for all grades of this 
nrepared coal, Connell explained, 
72% cents a ton must be added by 
the dealer to cover the freight charge 
from the inner group of Illinois 
mines. This group furnishes all the 
soft coal used in the domestic trade 
here. The addition of the freight 
would make the actual cost, delivered 
in St. Louis, $2.92% a ton. 

Explains Possible Increase. 

The Federal Trade Comniission, he 
said, heretofore has recognized $1.50 
a ton asja fair addition by the dealer 
to cover his profit and the cost of 
yardage, storage and delivery. The 
additionvof this amount, on the basis 
of the price allowed by the Presi- 
dent, would make the toal cost to 
the consumer $4.42% aton. This 
Connell said would mean a reduction 
on the higher grades of coal, like 
Mount Olive, which was last quoted 
at $4.50 a ton, but it would mean an 
advance on standard grades, which 
have been selling at $4.25 a ton. ® 

Other. dealers agreed that Con- 
nell’s method of arriving at his con- 
clusion was correct. Much, they said, 
would depend on the administration 
of the new price schedule and on the 
President's promised further action 
in fixing retail prices.

TRAINS READY FOR THEM 


They Are Receiving Uniforms 
Here and Will Get Arms at 
Nevada Camp. 


A parade of the Fifth Regiment, 
National Guard of Missouri, through 
the West End and the downtown dis- 
trict will precede the departure of 
the regiment for the State mobiliza- 
tion camp at Nevada, which probably 
will take place tomorrow night. 

Col. Robbins of the Fifth today an- 
nounced the plans for the parade. 
The third battalion of the regiment,

The only thing which 
might cause delay, he said, would 
be a hitch in the supplying of uni- 
forms to the men, which began to- 
day. The time of the para@e will 
be definitely announced tomorrow. 

Maj. Ada:ns, camp quartermaster 
at the Nevada mobilization grounds, 
said today that the arms and mess 
equipment for the Fifth were in 
waiting at Nevada, and that three 
special trains of. the M., K. & T. 
Railroad were being held itn readi- 
ness to transport the regiment when- 
ever Col. Robbins should notify him 
that it was ready to move. 

Trucks hauled the uniforms for 
the regiment from the Arsenal to the 
headquarters of the different battal- 
ions this morning. The uniform is- 
sued to each man comprised trous- 
ers, leggings, shirt, hat and shoes. 
The regiment has thus far been drill- 
ing without uniforms or arms, and 
will leave St. Louis uniformed, but 
without arms.

Onc Alien Discharged. . 

The discharges granted were, in 
two cases, on occupational grounds, 
and they apply so long as the men 
discharged remain. in their present 
occupations. . In the other case the 
discharged man was an_e6 alien 
(Frenchman), who had not estab- 
lished that fact to the satisfaction of 
the ward board. 

More than 1900 names of regis- 
trants ready tc serve, to apply to- 
ward the city’s quota of 4377, had 
been certified to the district board 
up to noon. In addition there are 
approximately 500 men who have 
failed to answer the summons of the. 
ward boards and are thus automati-/ 
cally drafted into the national army. 
A third of the quota under order 
of the War Department is to be in 
readienss to move Sept. 5, another 
third, Sept. 19, and the final third, 
Oct. 3. .

STATUE REJECTED AS 
INCONGRUOUS MIXTURE 


Municipal Art Commission Rec- 
ommends Rejection of Gift: 
of Dr. L. M. Guggenheim. 


The Municipal Art Commission to- 
day recommended to the Board of 
Public Service the rejection of a 
statue designed by Joseph Hors- 
chert, a sculptor, to surmount a 
memorial fountain in Forest Park. 
The statue was tc be a gift to the 


icity by Dr. L. M. Guggenheim of 


the Buckincnam Hotet as a mem- 
orial to his wife, Bertha Guggen- 
heim. Jt was to be erected at the 
lend of the lly pond, north of Pa- 
|goda Lake. 

In its recommendation to the 
Board of Public Service, the Art 
| Commission ssid of the statue: 

“There Ms an incongruous mixture 
of the naturalistic and the conven- 
tional, the realistic and the formal, 
which fight each other and kill the 
unity of the work.” 

In the rear of the seven-foot mod- 
el the sculptor had ,placéd in a 
niche a life-sized head of Dr. Gug- 
genheim’s young son. The commis- 
sion recommended that this should 
be eliminated at once, as “it has no 
artistic reason there and imparts still 
more of a cemetery appearance to 
the work ‘that it inevitably will have 
if it is carried out in Bedford lime- 
stone as contemplated.” 

The commission took the sculptor 
to task for not submitting his de- 
signs to'the commission for approv- 
al, and declared that such a course 
would result in Forest Park being 
made the dumping ground for all 
sorts of memorial statues. The com- 
mission further said that while the 
statue showed considerable: merit in 
spots, as a whole it lacked study, and 
needed more .“fluency and suavity.”’ 
It also declared that one of the fig- 
ures on the statue has a bad leg and 
a disproportionate abdomen. 

President Kinsey,- who is a mem- 
ber of the Art Commission, said that 
he personally favored accepting the 
report, but would call a meeting of 
the board, informally, to give it fur- 
ther consideration.

TOWARD PAPAL PEACE PLAN 


Various Parties Hope 


Something Will Come 


Out of Proposal--Reply to It Is 
. Being Considered. 


COPENHAGEN, Aug. 22.—After 
Chancellor Michaelis had informed 
the main committee of the Reichs- 


tag Tuesday that Germany would not 
reply to the Papal note until she 
had consulted her allies, 
speakers, who followed him said they 
welcomed the Pope’s action as they 
would welcome any step capable of 
bringing peace and al)l the more be- 
cause it was expected to bear re- 
sults. 

The Liberals declared themselves 
in agreement with the Chancellor's 
sympathetic interpretation of the 
Pope's action. 

Policy of the Centrists. 

The Centrists associated themselves 
with the Chancellor’s remarks and 
said the Pope’s proposal marked ex- 
traordinary valuable progress toward 
peace which war ardently desired by 
all nations. They hoped the act of his 
Holiness would meet with full suc- 
cess. 

The National Liberal speakers said 
they were unable as yet to examine 
closely the contents of the Papal 
note, but endorsed the Chancellor's 
statements. The Conservatives also 
associated themselves with Dr. 
Michaelis’ remarks, but reserved 
their attitude with regard to the 
details. 

The German group especially wel- 
comed the Chaneellor’s firm decla- 
ration that the note emanated spon- 
taneously from the Pope. They re- 
garded the Pope’s action as more 
sympathetic than President Wilson's 
previous attempt at mediation. The 
Independent Socialists regretted that 
the speakers expressed only general 
sympathy with the note withous dis- 
cussing it. The. Reichstag must 
exert its influence in drafting the 
reply. 

One Socialist said there was no 
question of the Reichstag renounc- 
ing such influence, but some days 
must be allowed to enable the Gov- 
ernment to confer with the allies. 
Moreover the Government promises 
not ‘to reply without taking the 
Reichstag into its confidence. The 
main committee then adjourned. 

Dr. Michaelis said that in view 
of the fact that Germany had pre- 
viously repeatedly and positively in- 
dicated her readiners to enter peace 
negotiations, the Vatican’s appeal, 
of course, is looked on with sympa- 
thetic approval. C-vrmany, however, 
could not again offer peace in face 
of the summary rejecticn of previous 
proposals and centinued declara- 
tions by the entente that no peace is

The Chancellor declared that the 
military situation on al] fronts was 
exceptionally auspicious and read a 
essage received from Great Head- 
quarters in which the U- boat cam- 
paign was given liberal credit for its 
effect in successfully warding off the 
allied offensive in Flanders.

Bureau Says Austria Will Accept the 
Pope’s Peace Plan. 
COPENHAGEN, Aug. 22.—-A tele- 


gram from the official Corr Bureau 


of Vienna seems to indicate that Aus- 
tria-Hungary will accept the Pope’s 
peace proposal. A summary of Aus- 
trorHungarian press opinion circu- 


‘lated by the Corr Bureau, says: 


“The newspapers regard the con- 
crete proposals in the peace methods 
as a suitable basis for beginning 
peace ne£otiations but doubt whether 
the entente shares this hope.” 

In view of the well-known prac- 
tices of the Corr Bureau in prepar- 
ing such summaries this may un- 
doubtedly be regarded as the Gov- 
ernment’s voice. The bureau then 
ingeniously suggests that when the 
Pope referred to territorial questions 
between Austria and Italy he could 
not have had Austrian soil in mind 
because the alienation thereof is not 
to be discussed. 

The Vienna Reichspost says it has 
reliable information that the Pope’s 
peace note is in absolute harmony 
with the aims of the monarchy. Aus- 
tria-Hungary, according to the paper, 
is willing to evacuate occupied terri- 
tories and renounce claim to indem- 
nities once the Pope’s ideas of dis- 
armament, international arbitration 
and freedom of the seas are guaran- 
teed and world peace is carried out, 
but all the consequences deducible 
from the Pope’s proposals must be 
understood to be included therein, 
namely: The disappearance of the 
British naval bases at Gibraltar, 
‘Malta and the Suez Canal, and also 
the Italian abandonment of Varona. 


'TWO RAIDS ON ENGLAND 
BY GERMAN AIRSHIPS 


Bombs Dropped on Dover, Naval 
Base on the Channel, and the 
Yorkshire Coast Attacked. 


LONDON, Aug. 22.—German air- 
ships raided the Yorkshire coast last 
night, it is announced officially. So 


far as has been ascertained the dam- 
age was small. The announcement 
follows: 

“Enemy airships in numbers 1 ot 
definitely ascertained, appeare1 off 
the Yorkshire coast (in Northern En- 
gland on the North Sea), last night. 
One of the raiders attacked the 
mouth of the Humber and was fired 
on by anti-aircraft guns.

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NEW CAPITAL READY 
BUT NOT ACCEPTED 


Commissioners Who Get $20 a 
Day Delay Action on 
Favorable Report. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 22.— 
That the State Capitol Commission is 
continuing itself in office and has re- 
fused to abide by the report of its 
own superintendent of construction 
and the superintendent for the archi- 
tects who recommended that the new 
State Capitol building he aeécepted, 
was learned by the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent today. 

Each member of the board re- 
ceives $20 a day for 10 days in each 


month when in actual session. The 
records show that -the board has 
drewn the full amount of salary 
since its appointment, in addition to 
traveling expenses. 

John T. Short, superintendent of 
construction for the board, and BE. 
Plump, who holds a similar position 
under the New York architects who 
designed the building, filed their last 
official reports jointly with the com- 
mission Aug. 8, recommending~that 
the new building be accepted, after 
making certain allowances in paying 
the contractor, to cover items to be 
changed. 

In the meantime the State Is pay- 
ing several hundred dollars every 
month for rental of office rooms oc- 
cupled by several departments. 

The report signed by- Plump and 
Short concludes with the following 
paragraph: 

“With the completion of the above 
work and proper allowance being 
made for unfinished and unsatisfac- 
tory work, we are of the opinion that 
the building may be safely accep- 
ted.” . 

The contract called for completion 
of the building by July -1, 1916. John 
Gill & Sons, the contractors, say the 
delay was caused by the controversy 
over what stone should go into the 
construction of the building. Gill 
used Carthage building stone, after 
outwitting the famous “Carthaze 
combine” by buying one of theit 
largest quarries, thereby saving more 
than $100,000. 


Under the contract the State is er- 
titled to collect forfeit money of $250 
a day which would aggregate more 
than $100,000, but Gill will refuse to 
pay this on the ground that the com- 
mission is jointly responsible for the 
long delay. It is kno®n here that 
the commission will not exact any 
considerable amount of the fo:felt 
money on the ground that the de’ay 
was “unavoidable.” 

The commission was in session sev- 
eral days last week. It meets again 
today to sign furnishing contracts 
made last week.

MEET AT DAWN IN 
NO MANS LAND 


Teutons Pursued Into Their Own 
Trenches and Bombed When 
They Try to Escape. 


DEAD LYING IN HEAPS 


City Defended Without Regard 
for Cost in Lives; Whole Di- 
visions Pyt Out of Action. 


BRITISH FRONT IN FRANCE 
AND BELGIUM, Aug. 22.— They 
battle which begun at dawn yester- 
day on the outskirts of the city of 
Lens continued throughout the day 
at close quarters. 

The Canadians in the morning 
fought their way forward with bombs 
and bayonets and occupied importance 
enemy defenses northwest and south- 
west of the heart of the city and 
since then the Germans have been 
sending in wave after wave of in- 
fantry in desperate counter attacks. 

No Thought of Cost of Life. 

The Canadians have held strongly 

and the Germans have suffered very 


expected from the nature of their 
counter thrusts in which no thought 
is given to the cost of. life. 

The striking feature of the battle 
lies in the' fact that. the Germans 
also Had massed troops for a cour- 
ter attack at dawn against the newly- 
acquired Canadian positions in the 
northwest environs of Lens and had 
actually started their advance, when 
they ‘were surprised by encountering 
the onrushing Canadians in No 
Man’s Land. Both offensives had be- 
gun at the same hour, but a heavy 
mist hung over the ground and the 
Germans were apparently unaware 
of the Canadian preparations until 
the Canadians were upon them with 
the bayonet. 

Brief but bitter fighting occurred 
in No Man’s Land. The German 
officers tried to vally their men 
against the Canadians, but the ene- 
my ‘infantry gradually fell back to 
the trenches which they had just 
left. The Canadians followed and, 
leaping on the parapets, hurled 
masses of tombs down abong great 
numbers of troops which had been 
collected for the attack. The Ger- 
mans tried to flee through the com- 
munication trenches, but the Cana- 
dians jumped among them with bay- 
onets and bcmbs, killing many. 

Bitter Fight West of Lens. 

On the southwest the Canadians 
were equally successful after very 
heavy fighting in which the British 
artillery was brought into play. The 
most strenuous fighting late in the 
day occurred in the center of the 
line west of Lens and on a little front 
near the left of the northwest posi- 
tions, but the whole line was a seeth- 
ing caldron. 

The Canadians aie achieved their 
immediate object by drawing their 
lines still closer about the heart of 
the city and their goal unless the 
German counter attacks succeed. By 
the attack the Canadians have 
gained possession of many railway 
embankments and colliery sidings 
which afford excellent positions for 
either offensive or defensive opera- 
tions. 

The Canadian assault extended 
from the northwest of the environs 
ot the city to positions in the south- 
west subUrbs and as the Germans 
were already advancing to attack the 
new Canadian defenses the fighting 
quickly assumed the character of 
one of the most sanguinary conflicts 
which this battle-scarred theater has 
seen. 

Hand-to-Hand Struggle. 

On the northwest the Canadians 
and Germans clashed in No Man’s 
Land just as the first gray streaks 
of dawn were appearing. From the 
start it was a struggle with hand 
bombs and bayonets, but the Cana- 
dians threw themselves upon the 
enemy with such flerceness that the 
Germans were forced to withdraw, 
battling step by step until the Cana- 


to a depth of several hundred yards 
and taken -up new positions which 
they are holding against bitter coun- 
ter thrusts. 

A eircular line around which the 
opposing forces now are fighting is 
drawn close about the city proper, 
where the Germans have fortified 
themselves in concreted cellars and 
dugouts.

Story of ik Bau 
Valiant Fight Near Ypres 


Ulstermen ‘and Men of South of Ireland Pressed 
on Shoulder to Shoulder in Face of Hail of 
Bullets Over Quagmire Battlefield.

BRITISH FRONT IN FRANCE 
AND BELGIUM, Aug: 22.—The story 
of the valiant fight waged by Irish 
battalions, both Ulstermen and South 
of Ireland men in the latest British | y 
offensive northeast of Ypres forms 
one of the most remarkable pages in 
the history of this sanguinary battle. 
As was the case with the intrepid 
Londoners in Polygon Wood, to the 
south, they did.not achieve the suc- 
cess they sought, but their struggle. 


against overwhelming odds will make 


their names immortal in Irish annals. 

The ground over which the Irish 
troops fought Thursday may roughly 
be placed as lying between Fortuin 
on the north and Frezenberg on the 
south. Before them lay strong Ba- 
varian positions scattered over, a ter- 
rain which at first made an. advance 
seem impossible. Stretching out 
from the onnebeke-Langemarck 
road, across the center of the battle 
field was a ridge which dominated 
all surrounding ground and from a 
myriad of machine guns on the crest 
could be poured a deluge of bullets 
into the advancing ranks, 

Redoubts Lined Stream. 

Through the Southern portion of 
this section‘ the swollen Zonnebeke 
River poured its muddy water and 
scattered along both banks of the 
stream were many steel and con- 
erete redoubts holding from 20 to 
Im- 
mediately in front of the Irish was 
undulating ground. Every knoll was 
a strong Bavarian position and@the 
whole section was filled with con- 
crete redoubts and shell hole nests 
lined with machine guns. Depres- 
sions in the ground were a mass of 
knee-deep mud. 

The Irish battalions were muddy 
and wet when they began the attack. 
The Ulster men were on the left of 
this bat#efield and the men of the 
south on the right. Shoulder to 
shoulder they moved out among the 
heart-breaking obstacles at the 
break of day, bogging at every step 
and all that human being could have 
done under such circumstances they 
did. As they advanced they first en- 
countered the customary thinly held 
line of German outposts among the 
shell craters. These Bavarians fell 
back and almost immediately the 
Irishmen found themselves facing 
fire from every machine gun before 
them, vicious rapid-firers whipping 
out a steady stream of lead breast 
high across the whole battlefield. © 

In a Hail of Bullets. 

Amidst this hail of bullets and 
crashing shells the Irishmen pushed 
doggedly forward. The “Ulstermen 
first struck a position called Pond 
Farm, below Fortuin. 

Here were many machine guns 
placed in concrete pits behind which 
towered strong redoubts and deep 
dugouts, The: Ulstermen plunged into 
the gun pits and, a fierce struggle 
followed. The Bavarians would not 
surrender and they fought until the 


last German lay crumpled beside his 
gun. A smell garrison was left ,to 
hold this place and the Irishmen 
pushed on. There was constant and 
bitter fighting at every step. 

Near Pond Farm they were held 

up by partly cut barbed wire en- 
tanglements, and as they struggied 
through this they were swept with 
bullets. Numerous redoubts were en- 
countered beyond.and in most cases 
it was hand-to-hand fighting to a fin- 
ish with a stubborn enemy. The 
Southern Irishmen at a given hour 
went forward with all‘the coolness 
which made them famous at Ginchy 
and other places. They surged on 
through the mire to some of their ob- 
jectives, but they had passed numer- 
ous ungilenced machine gun emplace- 
ments and the following waves of in- 
fantry were held up by these. 
Battle for Borry Farm. 

North of Frezenberg was a re- 
doubt called Borry Farm holding 60 
to 80 Bavarians with machine guns, 
The position was too strong for the 
infantry to take, so the Irishmen | 
battled on until their troops which 
hed essayed an attack on the forti- 
fication lay dead or wounded before 
it. But others pushed forward to 
Hill 35, as the ridge which domi- 
nated the surrounding ground was 
known, and for a time that eminence 
was actually in British hands. But 
it es too important a position for 
the Germans to relinquish, They 
massed great numbers of men be- 
hind {ft and hurled them against the 
Irish. The latter met the onslaught 
with bayonet and clubbed rifles and 
fought as their forefathers fought, 
fiercely and determinedly. 

But they were greatly outnum- 
bered and gradually they were forced 
to fall back until the Germans had 
regained their hold on the hill. The 
Bavarians then began a series of 
heavy counter attacks and the Irish, 
many of them wounded and all ex- 
haysted, retreated slowly, fighting 
every inch of the way, until they 
reached the trenches which they left 
at dawn and which they held. No 
more heroic effort has been made 
since the war than this. 

There had been’ many instances of 
individual heroism, a striking case 
being that of the chaplain, who gave 
his life while working among the 
men he loved. They tried to keep 
him back, but he had been with them 
in Ginchy and other struggles, and 
he would not desert: hig boys now,,.40 
he continued to work on the shell- 
torn, bullet-swept field, his kindly 
face seen now béside séine wounded 
man, now beside another who was 
dying. . 

It was while he was “kneeling to. 
give absolution to some badly wound- 
ed man that a German shell broke 
near him and he was Killed. It was 
a great loss -to the Irish troops and 
his name was spoken with tears by 
those left behind. Another who will 
not be forgotten is the doctor who 
for five days and nights continued 
his work of reseuing wounded under 


heavy fire.

“This,’’ said one of the officers, “is 
the fifth soldier who's written that 
our officers are brave, intelligent 
and kind. -Of course, I know lL'm 
brave and intelligent, buf I’m not 
so damned kind,” and he ripped out 
half a page. 

It has been found that more than 
50 per cent of the mail sent home 
consists of love letters. The fact 
that they have to be censored does 
not cramp the style of the writers 
in the least. One letter was so ar- 
dent as to arouse aimiration. 

Writing to Five Girls. 

“Yes,” said the Lieutenant, “that 
man writes the best love letters in 
the regiment, but he’s going to get 
into trouble. He’s writing to five 
girls at once and he uses the same 
model. The worst of it is, two of 
them live in the same town.” 

Most of the letters are cheerful. 
Many of the soldiers have commented 
on the kindliness of the French nad 
many have stated, with perhaps 
doubtful justification, that they were

A GERMAN SHIPS SEIZED BY 
CUBA GIVEN TO UNITED STATES 


Republic Declines to Sell Vessels of 
20,000 Tonnage, but «tausfers 
Them to Aid in War. 
HAVANA, Aug. 22.—President 
Menocal at the Palace yesterday sign- 
ed a decree transferring to th&® United 
States Government four larfe Ger- 
man steamships, the Bavaria, Olivant, 
Adelheid and-Constantia, of an ag- 
gregate tonnage of approximately 
20,000 ton8 which were seized as 
prizes of war by the Cuban Govern- 
ment on the day this country de- 

clared war against Germany. 

The first three are in Havana 
harbor where they have been under- 
going repairs for several months. 
The Constantia is at Cienfuegos. The 
Kadonia, the fifth and smallest of the 
ships seized by the Cuban Govern- 
ment, is retained as a transport for 
army supplies. 

“President Menocal would not sell 
them but he has given them to the 
United States,” said U. S. Minister 
Gonzales. It is just another illus- 
tration of Cuba’s generous spirit and |. 
of her earnest purpose to co-operate 
with her allies to the full extent 
of her power,” 


HEIR TO BIG ESTATE GIVES 
WHOLE INCOME TO WAR RELIEF 


Millionaire Son of Paper Maker to 
Earn Own Living by Giving 
Piano Concerts. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 22.—Arthur Shat- 
tuck, the concert pianist, who inher- 
ited a large estate upon the death 
of his father, F. C. Shattuck, a Wis- 
cqnsin paper manufacturer, has 
turned the-.entire income from the 
estate of $50,000 a year over to war 
relief for the duration of the con- 
flict. 

For three years Mr. Shattuck’s 
Paris residence has been used by war 
sufferers, and when the United 
States joined the allies he turned his 
yacht over to the Government. 

The young millionaire will earn his

Climate and Conquering Genius. 
Montesquieu, the author of the 
“Esprit des Lois,’’ says, “All law 
comes from the soil,’”’ and it has been 
claimed that residence in the hot 
climate of the tropics in some meas- 
ure changes Anglo-Saxon character. 
It is, therefore, always well in judg- 
ing national character to know some- 
thing of the physical characteristics 
and climate of the country which a 
nation inhabits. 
The heart cf modern Germany is 
the great north central plain which 
comprises virtualiy all of the orig- 
inal Kingdom of Prussia, stretching 
northward from the Saxon and Hartz 
Mountains to the North and Baltic 
Seas. It is from this dreary and in- 
fertile plain that for many centuries 
conquering military races have 
poured over Europe. The climate 
is not as cold in winter as that of 
the northern part of the United 
States. There is much rain, and 
the winter skies are so dark that 
the absence of the sun must have 
some effect upon the character of 
the people. The Saxons inhabit a 
more mountainous country; Wurtt- 
temberg and sBacden are hilly; Ba- 
varia is a land of beauty, diversified 
with lovely lalses and mountains. The 
soft outlines of the  vine-covered 
hills of the Rhine Valley have long 
been the admiration of travelers. 
The inhabitants of Prussia were 
originally not Germanic, but rather 
Slavic in type, and, indeed. tor:lay in 
the forest of the River Spree, on 
which Berlin is situated, and only 
about 50 miles from the city, there 
still dwell descendants of the origina! 
Wendish inhabitants of the country 
who speak the Wendish language. 
The wetwnurses, whose picturesque 
dress is so noticeable on the streets 
of Berlin, all come from this Wend- 
ish colony, which has been preservted 
through the many wars that have 
swept over this part of Germany 
because of the refuge afforded in the 
swamps and forests of this district. 
The inhabitants of the Rhine Valley 
drink wine instead of beer. They 
are more lively in their disposition 
than the Prussians, Saxons ard Ba 
varians, who. are of a heavy and 
phlegmatic nature. 
The Bavarians are noted for their 
prowess as beer drinkers, and it is 
not at all unusual for prosperous 
burghers of Munich to disvose of 30 
large glasses of beer in a dav: herce 
the cures which exist all over Ger- 
many and where the average German 
business man spends part, at least, 
of his annual vacation. 


Germans Heavy Eatcrs in Peace 
Times. 
In peace times the Germans ars} 
heavy eaters. As someone says, “It is 
not true that the Germans eat all 
the time, but they eat all the time ex- 
cept during seven periods of the day 
when they take their meals.” And 
it ie-a fact that progperous merchants 
of Berlin, before the war, had seven 
meals a day; first breakfast at a 
comfortably early hour; second, 
breakfast at about 11, of perhaps a 
glass of milk, or perhaps a glass of 
beer and sandwiches; a very heavy 
lunch of four or five courses, with 
wine and beer; coffee and cakes at 


driving a mule.” 

In addition to looking over the 
mail which the soldiers write, the 
officers find that they must prod 
those careless ones who send no word 
home.

Can’t you 
use him in the bakery or kitchen or 
some place where he’ll not be put 
on the firing line. or in the trench- 
es? I will pray for you, Captain, 
and I pray to God we may hav 
peace for all the world soon.” 4

then burned it. “If the _ soldiers 
heard of that they would jolly the 
life out of the boy,” he said. 

But he sat down und wrote to the 
mother: “Your boy is well and I 
think he is enjoying his work. I 
eannot promise to do what you as, 
because your son js ore of the best 
soldiers in my company. We are all 
in this together and must share the 
dangers. -I or2y with you that here 
may be peace and victory #0 >n.” 

Test in Gas Chambers. 

The army has received its gas 
masks and instructivns ‘n how to us 
them. 
~ No great diffievlty was experi- 
enced in teaching the men to ad- 
just the gas mask, for it straps on 
exactly like a baseball catcher’s 
mask. The officers laid stress or 
the fact that the masks must i? 
put on yuickly. The men were told 
that they would never have more 
than 20 seconds atter the alarm was 
sounded and that protection agains: 
a new type of German shell gas 
must come in five teconds. 

The men were thcroughly sobered 
by tho detailed description of gases 
that kill and blind and blister, and 
in particular by tales of a new type 
which is detected only with great 
difficulty. 

The mask is a Srench model, bu! 
an English type %'so will be use-1 
later. The officers tole the soldiers 
that the mask must be kept in con- 
stant readiness at all points withir 
10 miles of the firing lines. In order 
to give the soldiers confidence in the 
protecting contrivance they will pat 
through a gas chamber. Compara- 
tively harmless gas will be used for 
the test. Any soldiers who fail to 
‘adjust their masi:s properly will 
find their eyes smarting a little, but 
no serious damage v.ill be done. 

The men have heen ted to believe. 
however, that the gas chamber 
through which they will rase has 
been filled with the most deadly type 
of vapor, so it is certain they will 


exercise all possible ce.ution. 


La# Call for Vacation Land. 


All saloons in St. Louis, and in St. 
Louis County, Kansas City and St. 
Joseph, will be closed on the three 
days when men drafted into the na- 
tional army entrain for mobilization 
camps. This order was issued yester- 
day by acting Gov. Wallace Crossley. 
Gov. Gardner is out of the State. — 

It is known that one-third of the 
St. Louis contingent will depart Sept. 
5. Tentative dates named for the de- 
parture of the remaining thirds are 
Sept. 19 and Oct. 3. The latter two 
dates may be changed, but the acting 
Governor’s saloon closing order will 
apply, whatever the days of depart- 
ure may be. 

Smaller Cities Not. Affected. 

The order does not affect saloons 
in smaller cities and other parts of 
the State. It was forwarded only to 
those places which have State excise 
officers. 

In a proclamation announcing the 
order, the Acting Governor urges 
that in all parts of the State local 
appreciation should be shown by the 
people on the occasion of the depar- 
ture of the troops. It says in part:: 

‘Let us accord them the honor they’ 
deserve; let us applaud their patriot- 
ism and make the three days desig- 
nated above days of inspiration to 
those who go and those who remain 
behind. May the spirit of true 
Americanism, thoughtful, dignified 
and impressive, prevail upon these 
occasions, so that we may all feel 
the solemnity of the hour—the be- 
ginning of our sacrifice, as wé send 
forth our pledges in this struggle 
for national honor, even for national 
life. There will be heavy hearts and 
lonely firesides, and it will be a time 
of trial as well as of pride and pa- 
troitism.’ 

For these reasons, the Acting 
Governor says, he has issued the 
saloon closing order because he was 
“impressed with the importance of 
providing against any untoward in- 
cidents and in order that the as- 
sembling of the young mien may be 
decorous and unattended by bois- 
terous or unseemly conduct which 
would mar the memory of the oc- 
casion for citizens and soldiers.” 
The order will affect 2028 saloons 
in St., Louis.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22-—Charges 
that the Government has been de- 
frauded out of fully $300,000,000 in 
income taxes evaded were made in 
the Senate today by Senator Lewis 


of Illinois, who declared the Treas- 
ury Department had the proofs. 
Senator Lodge opened today’! de- 
bate, replying to Senator La Fol- 
lette’s argument of yesterday that 
the bill proposes to raise too Nttle 
of the war’s expenses by taxation and 
too much by bonds. Senator Lodge 
insisted that it strikes a fair balance. 
Its tax levy, he said, is sufficient and 
that without disturbing business. 
“Raising revenue entirely by taxes 
would paralyze the country,” he 
said, “and be absolutely ruinous, 
breaking down all industry.” 
» Rule During Civil War. 
More than 30- per cent of this 
year’s war expenses would be raised 
by taxation, he said- Senator Lodge 
pointed out that about 30 per cent of 
the Civil War expenses were paid by 
taxation and that Great Britain has 
raised only 24.3 of her total war ex- 
penditure to date by taxes. 
Peace on the staus before the war 
was opposed by Senator Lodge, who 
declared that the United States is 
‘fighting for its own safety and inde- 
pendence. ° 
“We can have no peace without 
complete victory,” he added. “I 
don’t believe .a German victory is 
possible, for it would make this 
world a place not worth living in.” 
If this war continues, he estimated 
that it would be necessary to take 60 
per cent of war profits. He declared 
the country must allow profits to 
continue to be made in order that 
the country can obtain additional 
revenues, pointing out that there was 
now no nation from which the Unit- 
ed States can borrow a dollar. He 
denounced the House excess profits 
}echeme, declaring it would exempt 
practically every railroad in the 
country. 
Senator Lodge defended the con- 
sumption taxes, declaring the prin- 
cipal objection came from politicians, 
public men and statesmen. Of let- 
ters received by him regarding the 
measure, not one protest from a con- 
sumer had reached him, he said. As 
all class of citizens should bear their 
share in furnishing revenues to con- 
duct this war, he approved the taxes 
on amusements, automobiles and 
patent medicines. Senator Lodge 
contended the chief source of war 
taxes should be war profits and that 
the committee had followed the plan 
of nearly all beligerents. . 
What Steel Corporation Would Pay. 
Under the House excess profits 
plan he explained, the United States 
Steel Corporation would pay about 
$21,000,000, while under the bill as 
amended in the Senate Committee, 
it would pay about $148,000,000, not 
including about $52,000,000 in other 
war taxes. 
After protracted debate in which 
many senators urged heavier levies 
on incomes and war profits, the 
Senate today tentatively adopted the 
amendment introduced yesterday by 
Senator Gerry of Rhode Island, a 
millionaire, which would add $40,- 
375,00 by greatly increasing sur- 
taxes on incomes exceeding $500,000. 
The Gerry amendment proposes 
levies of 35 per cent on incomes be- 
tween $500,000 and $750,000; 45 per 
cent on those between $750,000 and 
$1,000,000 and 50 per cent on those 
over $1,000,000. 
Senator Lewis, in making his 
charge, was speaking in support of 
Senator Gerry's amendment. , 
“There has been inconceivable in- 
genious leiing on the income tax 
schedules pefore the Finance Com- 
mittee that would in other forums 
subject those responsible to perjury,” 
said he. 
Charges Commercial Trickery. 
“In the Treasury Department dt 
this hour is proof of °$300,000,000 
swindled out of the Government by 
fraud, perjury, deception and other 
different forms of commercial trick- 
ery on the income tax returns. If 
it had not been for:a certain set of 
men, who, prating loudly about pa- 
triotism and crying for war, there 
would have been no necessity for 
levying the heavy burdens of this 
bill.” 
Senator Lewis also said that had 
this set of very wealthy men shown 
fidelity and honesty in making their 
income tax returns, the Governmen: 
would, in past years, have had am- 
ple funds for preparedness pur- 
f 


poses. 
Senator La Follette spoke nearly 
three hours yesterday in favor of 
radically higher levies on war profits 
and incomes of the wealthy, while 
Senator Weeks defended the bill as 
drafted by the Finance Committee, 
urging that business should not be 
injured by too heavy initial tax bur- 
dens. i 
War taxes, Senator Weeks said, 
should be imposed gradually so as 
not to injure business and tax sources, 
and subsequent generations shouik! 
be made to pay a part of the war 
burdens for the benefit they will 1e- 
ceive. He declared the imposition of 
a heavy tax on incomes in this coun- 
try and none in Canada would result 
in business being driven across the 
border; that such taxce wou'd inter-

VEN German resignation and the spirit which has been beaten into the 
Germans during years of submission to the ruling powers cannot en- 
dure, without protest, some of the things which the great war has

ne of the most sorrowful dapecthnces in my life was the dey ‘Berliu 


badeefarewell to its church bells. 


I went to church that Sunday as usual From carly “morning the church 
bells all over the city. had been tolling, tolling. I wondered if some German 


defeat had been heard of or what was the matter. 


I could get no person 


who could tell me until I: went to church. 
The priest, after his sermon, then told us that orders had come to take 


all’ the church bells to make munitions of war of them. 


I never will forget the sorrow of that priest. 


The tears were running 


down his face as he told his congregatior that never again would they hear 
the sweet sound of their bell—which had a singularly beautiful tone—I often 


had noticed. it. 

He spoke of the times it had rung 
in gladness for them; of the times it 
had rung in sadness when their loved 
ones were dead. He spoke of the’ 
many years it had called them to 
worship, speaking as wiih the tongue 
of an angel to bid them come to 
God's house. He spoke of the years 
he himself had served within its sil- 
very sound. 

“How said it is,” he said, ‘that 
when peace shall come, this bell shall 
not be able to tell you of it. How sad 
that it shall be silent. How terrible 
that it shall be made into bullets or 
cannon to kill men.” 

Then he prayed for peace, and for 
Germany that his country might not 
be desolated. 

I was a stranger in a strange land; 
the bell meant nothing to me; but I, 
too with the rest of the congrega- 
tion, sobbed and cried as though a 
dear friend had died. 


The Tolling Bells, . 

When we came out into the street 
it was full of people crying and sob- 
bing for their beautiful bell. 

The old men cried; the women 
cried; the young girls cried; even 


the bells and cried. 

The whole city séemed sobbing 
and over it all rang the ceaseless toll 
of the bells. . All day long they tolled 
and one seemed to hear tears in 
their tones. 

It -was terrible. I felt as though 
the whole country were drenched 


Germany. The people made no pro- 
test. It would have been of no use 
But they cried-and cried. « 

The next day they started to take 


Germany had seen their fathers, hus- 
bands, sons and sweethearts go to 
the war without a word, without a 
tear in some instances. But not one 
woman could control her grief as 
she saw the church bells loaded on 
wagons and taken away to be cast 
into munuitions. 

The next Sunday was almost as 
bad, for the silent city was almost 
as pitiful as the one weighted by the 
toll of the bells. 

Reprisals Are Feared. 

Even in Germany the people talked 
with as much indignation as one ever 
hears from Germans, about the way 
in which Warsaw was stripped. You 
could hear undercurrents of disap- 


proval when it was told that the fp 


church at Warsaw was stripped of its | 
gold cupola; that not one doorknob 
was left in the whole city; that the 
German .- soldiers ruthlessly rifled 
houses, shops and churches for their 
needs. Of course there was not much 
talk against it, but that there was 
any-at all showed how deeply the 
people must have felt. 

Some of the Germans, those who 
are not.so confident that Germany 
will win the war, are beginning to be 
afraid that all the outrages Ger- 
many has heaped on other nations 
will be visited in turn upon them by 
the victorious armies. 

You can hear the women talking 
of what will happen to them when 
the Russian and French and English 
soldiers come into Germany—if they 
do., It is self-interest which is lead- 
ing some of the people to make weak 
protests against the corners rifling 
other ctties. 

But these things are not talked of 
as they would be here. The Germans 
are too much afraid to:talk freely 
about the war. 

Of Belgium, for inetance, no Ger- 


man will speak, except to say, “too/ 


bad,” or “it’s a pity.” 

We heard also of the German sol- 
diers forcing the Poles into the Ger- 
man army. A great many things 
which are doubted in America, we 
heard of in Germany and they are 
believed. The thing is, though, over 
there, although a few people may de- 
cry what is done, the majority think 
that. what the Kaiser does is right, no 
matter what it is. — 

Germany and Belgium. 

It is difficult to get a German to 
speak of Germany’s violation of Beli- 
gium's neutrality, but those who do, 
say the Kaiser did right in going 
through Belgium. They say that 
Belgium should have stood tack and 
let the German army through and 
that what has happened to the Bel- 
gians is the result of their own stub- 
bornness, 

Germany is like a spoiled child. 
Although she may realize that the 
things she does are not what other 
nations do, yet because she is Ger- 
many she is right. She is a nation 
of self and can see*no other nation's

property must not be touched, set 


‘down in a sehool where the laws of 


property are respected. She simply 
reaches out and takes what she 
wants, regardless of the sufferings 
of others. And the only way Ger- 
many ever can be made to respect 
other nations is to give her a thor- 
ough beating, just aw the bully of a 
school must ‘receive a good beating 
before he lets other boys alone. 

‘When the news that the Lusitania 
had been sunk came to Germany 
there was great rejoicing us every- 
body in America Knows. Mary Ger- 
mans still profess to think the Lus- 
itania was armed.

But the’ fiery young Poles, soon 
discovering that instead. of exchang- | 
ing slavery for freedom, they only | 
had exchanged one master for an- 
other, soon began talking war and 
revolution. Result—the university | 
was closed in double-quick time. A 
great number of the students disap- 
peared, no person knows where— 
probably to the German firing lines. 
And the Poles now. know that Ger-: 
man rule means. anything but free- 
dom forthem. . ; 

I often wonder why the Germans 
do not treat the Americans who are 
in Germany better. They know that 
when these Americans go home they 
will tell of their treatment—just as I 
am doing and just as Ambassador 
Gtrard is doing, and as hundreds of 
other Americans will do. The only 
thing I can see is that the. Germans 
think they can cormhbat any such rev- 
elations, simply by calling them lies. 

For instance, they have talked for 
weeks about what Ambassador Ger- 
ard will say. ‘“‘He will tell lies, they 
say, contemptuously. 

They seem to think that a Ger- 
‘mans word will be taken against an 
Americans in any country, even in 
our own, 

Hatred Against Gera ia. 

As I was leaving Germany I was 
buying some necessaries at a shop

They hate Mr. ow With the 
exception of President Wilsen, there 
is not a person in the world whom 
they hate as they do Mr. Gerard.

‘At Havre we spent most of our 
time trying to find out when the 
train for their place could leave. 
After many hours of haunting - the 
station we finally got away ina day 
coach at 2 a.m. Hada ifevil of a 
night,- but reached here yesterday 
morning. Trains ‘going up’ are 
crowded with men, munitions, foo-4 
and fodder, all specials and, of 
course, always the wounded ar: 
coming back. Endless streams each 
way. Yes, as the Englishmen say, 
fWe're putting up a jolly big show 
over there you know.’ And even yet 
I do not ‘get’ it. Soldiers from all 
over the world are everywhere.

But 10 of us 
started out at 1 p’clock and took a 
boat from Rouerf to La Bouie, about 
eighteen miles wn the river. We 
then got off and climbed the hills 
back of the town—about 500 feet 
high—and walked along the bridge 
ovérlooking the valley of the Seine. 
Had tea and then walked for about 
ten miles through a wonderafu! for- 
est. We came to a small village, 
wheye we stopped for dinner. Had 
lovely omelettes and salad and wine. 
Qur host and hostess dined with us 
and we unearthed some marvellous 


French. Then, we walked home 
about 16—18 miles in all. Had some 
fine close harmony and everyone 


happy. Came back through the ‘bull 
ring,’ where the soldiers are trained 
in everything, that they wiH encoun- 
ter at the front, exact in every de- 
tail, even to the stuffed bodies to imi-, 
tate dead men in the crater holes and 
trenches. Most’ interesting. We 
reached home at 10 p. m. well tired 
out and ready for bed. . Beautiful 
chateaus line the Seine and the whole 
picture is one to be long remembered. 
“Yesterday morning they tried us 
out with the ‘tear’ and ‘lacrimatory’ 
gas. Exposure to this makes one 
weep so copiously that one can see 
nothing at all. It smells like pine- 
apple and chloroform comov’ned. We 
put on those queer respirators pro 
vided for us and then went into a 
chamber for five minutes, villed with 
gas.

OF DRAFTED MEN 


Local Boards Have Received Or- 
ders From War Department 
Governing Call. 


THE NEED OF OBEDIENCE 


Attention Is Directed to Fact 
That Notices Will Put Men in 
U. S. Service. 


Local boards have received from 
the War Department detnriled in- 


structions for the men who are to B= 


mobilized for the National army. 


Upon receipt of the certified lists 
of men selected for service the local 
boards will notify the men by mall 
and by the posting of the lists. 
Upon notice from the Provost Mar- 
shal-General the local boards will 
notify the men when and where to 
appear for entrainment. Frum the 
time specified for reporting each 
man will be in the military service 
of the United States. 

The men are to report not more 
than 24 hours nor less than ~2 hours 
before the time set for entrainment 
While waiting they will be supplied 
with lodging and meal tickets. The 
boards at their discretion may gran‘ 
permission for men to spend this 
period at home. 

As the men report they will be 
checked off the list and the hour 
each man reports will be noted. Ags 
s00n as the men to be lodged in any 
one house have reported the as. 
sistant who has the memorandum 
for that house will form the men in 
line and the local .board will give 
them the following instructions: 


1. That they must report in per-. 


son at 5:30 p. m.*to the local boar 
for retreat rol! call. 

2. That they are to report in per- 
s0n to the local board at 2 specified 
hour on the day of entrainment, 
which hour shall be fixed by the 
local board at least 45 minutes be- 


fore train time plus a sufficient time 


to reach the railroad station from 
the office of the local board. 

8. That they are now in the mili- 
tary service of the United States and 
that unpunctuality and failure two 
report are grave military offenses in 
time of war. 

4. That after they have been con- 
ducted to the assigned lodging house 
they are at liberty until the hour of 
retreat roll call, at 5:30 p. m., when 
all must be present at the office 
of the local board. 

The assistant then will conduct 
the group to the assigned lodging 
house and see that they are suitably 
taken care of. 

Men who have obtained permis- 
sion to spend the last night at home 
must be similarly instructed by the 
local board as to the hour of retreat 
roll call and of their duties as above 
described, but they may be released 
to town liberty as soon as thus in- 
structed. 

At roll call at 5:30 p. m. the roll 
of selected men who are to entrain 
the next day will be called and ab- 
sent men will be sought out. On as- 
sembly the next day to march to the 
train they will be allowed to take 
with them only light hand baggage, 
preferably bundles, containing toi- 
let articles and changes of under- 
clothing. One man will be designat- 
ed to be in charge of each party un- 
til it reaches the mobilization camp, 
which in the case of the St. Louisans 
will be Camp Funston. 

The persons so placed in chargs 
at the hour specified for assembly 
and under the supervision of the 
board, will cause the assembled men 
to form in line and will call the rol! 
from the list and the memorandum 
of alternates, causing each man to 
answer “Here” as his name is called 
and to take one step forward. 

Thereafter the men will be ra- 
quired to remain in one group ex- 
cept as it may be necessary te-break 
up the group for transportatofin, and 
no man will be allowed to leave the 
group without permission. 

The local board will caution the 
men that the persori designated is in 
command of the party, that it is their 
military duty to obey his orders and 
instructions, and that disobedience of

VERDUN HOPES TO BE ADOPTED 
BY SOME AMERICAN CITY 


Heroic French Town Seeks Help to 
Rebuild Its War-Battered Build- 
ings and Homes. 

PARIS, Aug. 22:—A deputation 
from the municipal council of Ver- 
dun called upon William G. Sharp, 
the American Ambassador, yesterday 
to suggest the possibility of some 
American city adopting Verdun, as it 
were, to assist in the reconstruction 
of the city hall, water works, schools 
and other ruined public properties.

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A 8ST. LOUIS BUREAU AT WASHINGTON. 

About the lowest estimate on the amount of 
money which the Government will spend on its 
own war needs during the present fiscal year, 
not taking into account loans to the allies, is $6,- 
000,000,000. Other estimates place the aggregate 
at $10,000,000,000 and even more. Of the huge frac- 
tion of the total, whatever its amount, which will 
be spent for army equipment of various kinds and 
munitions, about $14,000,000 will be paid to St. 
Louis firms under contracts just made for guns 
and shells. 

This sum may be placed in contrast with con- 
servative estimates representing totals that are 

likely to be spent in other industrial centers. In 
districts manufacturing automobiles on a large 
scale and now turning their attention to aeroplane 
manufacture, expenditures will run into the hun- 
dreds of millions. Is $1,000,000,000 too low an esti- 
mate of what will be spent this year in the State 
of Pennsylvania, with its Bethlehem plants, its 
Steel Trust plants, its shipbuilding plants and 
lesser industries devoted to metal working? 

The suggestion of a St. Louis bureau at Wash- 
ington to look after work which St. Louis can 
do as well as, or better than, any other center, 
is an excellent one.

HE water iris is remarkable 

among flowers as having been 
chosen by the Kings of France to 
decorate their shields and banners, 
for in the Middle Ages it was called 
the lis. This,-at least, is the more 
probable view, considering the form 
and color of the fiower, though the 
popular belief is that the largé white 
lily is the royal flower of the Bour- 
bons. But the white lily bears the re- 
semblance to the fleur-de-lis, where- 
as the water iris curves out its petals 
in such a way as to produce a very 
striking likeness to the heraldic flow- 
er. Besides this, the fleur-de-lis is or 
in heraldry, and without attaining 
too much importance to the choice 
of the metal, one cannot but think it 
likely that a sovereign who had felt 
pleased with the white lily wouid 
have preserved the record of: its 
whiteness by blazoning it argent.
